‘The plane. had a long. cockpit with three or four large windows 
at the side which made the fuselage look higher and wider than that of 
U-2 biplanes.

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2, The occupation of the airfield remained unchanged between 10 agm, and 1 p.m. 
on 6 March 1951, About two or four U-2 biplanes made local flights which 
lasted about 15 to 20. minutes. The weather was hazy. Oné biplane: had a 
white 3-behind the red Soviet star on its rudder ‘assembly. Another biplane 
towed a white sleeve target. which was not fired on by other biplanes or. by: 
thé AA guns which were covered with tarpaulins, One biplane, however, seemed 
to have a machine gun poisbing to the rear and fitted on the fuselage just 
behind the trailing edges of the wings, but no firing was heard, The radio
